Text 
summary generator 270 uses a time stamp associated with each line of text to identify a selected 
key frame of video corresponding to the text.

The multimedia summary of the present invention can also be used in conjunction with 
methods and apparatus for ordering products and services that are discussed during a video 
program. For example, a viewer may desire to purchase a book that has been discussed during a 
talk show video program.
